12. Issue of bonds.—(i)The bonds or debentures of 
the Small Industries Bank shall be issued over the 
signature of the Managing Director or in his absence, 
by an Executive Director andjor a General Manager, 
which may be printed, engraved or lithographed or 
impressed by such other mechanical process as the 
Small Industries Bank may direct. 

(ii) A signature so printed, engraved, lithographed 
or otherwise impressed shall be valid as if it had 
been inscribed in the proper handwriting of the sig¬ 
natory himself. 

13. Common Seal.—The Common Seal of the

(i) a balance sheet as on the 31st March of 
each year, and a profit and loss account for 
that year, of the General Fund, in the forms 
in Schedtile I and II to these Regulations;

Hi) Where the wilhdrnw'al is for the purpose of 
building a house, the amount permitted to be with¬ 
drawn may he paid ont Ir. such number of instahnonb- 
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and at such time or limes as the Small Industries Bank 
may determine having regard to the progress made in 
the building. 

(i) The subscriber shall not without the previous 
written permission of the Small Industries Bank, 
transfer, morgage or otherwise alienate the site or 
house; in default, the subscriber shall be liable to 
refund in on© instalment the entire amount withdrawn. 

(j) The subscriber may. at his option, return to the 
Fund the whole or any part of the sum withdrawn by 
him.
